Liege, where an important exhibition of 
large-scale industries and applied sciences is 
being held, together with an exhibition of old 
Walloon art, is giving an “ industrial cortége. 

At Bruges, an exhibition of ancient applied 
art will take place, and here also will be 
staved a representation of the famous cor- 
lege uí the Gulden Fleece. 

An exhibition of floral decorative art wi'l 
be held in Ghent in July. 

Brussels. being the capital city, will, of 
course, be the scene of numerous fétes during 
the jubilee year. Amongst these will be two 
great. interprovincial historical processions 
showing groups of people dressed in the cos- 
tumes of the t me, representing the history 
of the Belgian provinces from the time of 
the Druids to the present day. More than 
5,000 people, drawn from all classes of 
society, will take part, making a record for 
a representation of this kind. 

The ‘‘Cortége de l’Ommegang,”’ whi-h 
dates back to the 16th century, will give 
three displays, which will constitute a com. 

lete reconstructicn of this simple and grace- 
ul pesceeaien, which expresses better than 
anything else the character of the Brabancon 
people. 

Other celebrations include a huge patriotic 
féte on the 2lst of July, the natiunal holiday ;

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HOME MISSION SERMON.

WAS CREATION AN 
EVOLUTION? 


“Was Creation an Evolution?’’ was the 
subject of the first of a special series <f 
sermons in connection with the Church of 
Ireland home Mission Society arranged for 
the Sundays of Lent, by the Rev. Denton C. 
Green, B.D., Rector of Killiney, in Christ 
Church ‘Cathedra],* Dublin, yesterday. 

Opening his sermon, the preacer referred 
to the recent book on “ The Christian Out- 
look on the Modern World,” by the Primate. 
and went on to explain the meaning of evolu- 
tion. He considered his subject from two 
aspects; firstly as to whether evolution was a 
fact, and secondly as to how it affected 
rcligion. . 

There was no doubt, he said, about the fact 
of evolution, but there was the utmost 
diffevence of opinion as to the explanation. 
He then spoke of the controversy that had 
raged on. this subject of evolution and the 

able for twenty or thirty years after the 
publication of Darwin's book in 1859, and 
quoted Bishop Barnes: “ God can show His 
creative activity through the process of 
emergent evolution just as definitely as by 
special ereation,” i 5 

One sad fruit of that controversy was that, 
while men argued about the — scientifir 
exactness of the Genesis, their eyes were blind 
to the real grandeur of the conception. 

A MAGNIFICENT VISION. 

The story of creation was a magnificent 
vision of the whole order of the natural world 
regarded in various stages, and all trace] to 
the ‘creative will of God; The essential point 
was that creation in all its stages was traced 
to the aue sole creative activity. The account 
told of God and of the great process ascending 
to its crowning point in man—man with his 
higher powers, something God-like. That wus 
the religious teaching. 

The Rev, Mr. Green then dwelt upon the 
distinction between religious truth of meaning 
and value and scientific truth of exact 
description of method and order. 

The lesson that evolution had to-day was 
that it gave a unity to life and the universe : 
1t gave them hope as they considered the 
long travail of creation, and it helped them 
not to despair when they were conscious of 
a trail of the ape and the tiger still with

BRIDGE THAT DESTROYS 
CUSTOM HOUSE VIEW. 

At a meeting of the Dublin University 
Engineering Society held in the Engineer- 
ing School, Trinity College, Dublin, Mr. 
J. ©. Quinn read a paper entitled ‘‘ The 
‘Esthetic m Engineering, in which he laid 
down two fundamental esthetic principles— 
economy of material and the individual im- 
portance of each member. Columns, he said, 
should be used with caution and never put in 
merely for the sake of decoration, as they 
were in Waterloo Bridge, London. Orna- 
mentation in large structures should be 
avoided, since their appeal lay in their form, 
and in the case of all-steel bridges no sort of 
decoration ever should be attempted. No part 
of a structure should appear too strong for its 
job, and the true function of any member 
should appear clearly in the design. 

Dealing with some local examples, Mr. 
Quinn pointed out how completely the Loop 
Line bridge destroyed the view of the Custem 
House. He also referred to Butt Bridge in 
terms of deep aversion.. On the other hand, 
he spoke highly of the railway bridge across 
the Bride's Glen, near Shankill, and of the 
Engineering School of Trinity College.

CORK, Sunday. 

HE announcement made by the 
electricity Supply Board a few days 
ago to the effect that the Cork City and 
Queenstown areas will be transferred to 
their control marks an important step 
towards the successful development of the 
Free State’s national scheme of harnessing 
the River Shannon. The negotiations to 
this end have been unduly prolonged, ex- 
tending over more than fifteen months. 
The terms have not been divulged of the 
agreement under which the monopoly 
rights in these important areas will pass 
tu the Board, and for obvious reasons this 
omission has given rise to a certain 
amount of uneasiness among the citizens. 

Under the Electricity Act the purchase 
price involved is chargeable on the area 
of supply, and i* is because of the fact 
that a sum of money amounting to more 
than a quarter of a million pounds has 
been quoted in this connection that the 
members of the Corporation recently have 
demanded full and complete information 
on the subject from the Ministry. This 
matter is, undoubtedly, of vital import- 
ance to the citizens; for they are faced by 
the possibility of the tramway service 
being scrapped. 


It is an oven secret that the Tramways 
Department of the Cork Electricity 
Supply Co., Ltd., has been an uneconomic 
business proposition for some years; but, 
under their lease of the streets of the city, 
they have been compelled to maintain ar 
adequate service for the citizens. They 
have now resigned their monopoly, but it 
has been officially announced that the 
Supply Board have neither the power nor 
the desire to take over the trams. 

In these circumstances, can the com- 
pany be bound by this section of their 
agreement which they unsuccessfully 
sought to have annulled some years ago? 
At that time they offered to run a fleet of 
omnibuses instead of the tramway service, 
but the Corporation in their wisdom 
decided that there was no guarantee that 
these would be maintained at the required 
level. 

Dr. T. A. McLaughlin holds out hope 
of a reduction in the existing scale of 
charges for electric current in Cork. 
Virtually every public body in the city 
has protested against the existing rates 
within the past twelve months. It was 
contended that the charges in Cork City 
for electric current were higher than in 
any other community of its size in the 
British Is'es. 

A reduction by the Electricity Board 
would undoubtedly bring about that con- 
siderable development in the electricity 
supply in Cork city and environs which 
Dr. McLaughlin anticipates. 


THE INCREASED RATE, 


As was foreshadowed in this column last 
week, the members of Cork Corporation 
have adopted the estimated demand for 
the year ending 31st March, 1931, recently 
introduced by the City Manager (Mr. P. 
Monahan). This means an increased rate 
of fourpence in the pound to 18s. 11d., 
but on this point the citizens have little | 
ground for complaint, as essential im- 
provement works in the streets and foot- 
paths in the city centre have been 
proy ided. 

Although the rate for the public services 
and civic administration has now been 
struck, however, this does not entail any 
departure from the course of action 
originally decided upon by that section of 
the Council who have expressed their dis- 
satisfaction with the lack of power vested 
in the elected body. On the contrary, the 
Lord Mayor (Alderman Sean French, 
T.D.) has stated that both he and his 
friends are determined to press for the 
amendment of the Cork City Management 
Act, “ We shall continue that line of 
action,’’ he said, “ until we achieve its 
obie á;

EDUCATION IN BRITAIN. 


FOUR MILLIONS INCREASE IN 
ESTIMATES. 

The British Board of Education estimates 
for 1930, which were issued last Saturday, 
amount to £45.495,653, an increase of 
£3.809,754 over the adjusted estimate for 
1929. The total compares with £14,660,311 
in 1913-14, and. with the exception of 1920 
and 1921, is larger than in any year. 

A memorandum acvompanying the esti- 
mates states that £2,)23,754 of the total in. 
crease is the amount actually due to the de- 
velopment and normal growth of the educa- 
services. and the remaining £1,686,000 
is attributable to changes in financial ar- 
rangements brought aboug by last year’s 
Local Government Act. 

Grants to local education authorities show 
an increase of £4,413.000. There is an in- 
crease of £189,979 in crants to other bodies 
and another of £328,900 in pensions to 
teachers, due to automatic growth. On the 
other hand, there is an exnected increase of 
£120,000 in pension contributions. 

. The cost per pupil for elementarv educa- 
tion has risen from £4 15s. 2d. in 1913-14 to 
£13. Os. 6d. in the new estimates. the latter 
figure being an increase on that for 1929 of

HOUSES FOR EX-SERVICE MEN. 
The Chairman, Mr. Connolly, said that ex- 
Service men in the Irish Free State would be 
in av much worse position were it not 
for the British ion. There were many 
attacks on the Legion which were hard to 
understand. It was ¢lifficult to understand 
the mentality in their own ranks which was 
always finding fault with the organtsation. 
ing on the question of housing, the 
Chairman said that they had made represen- 
tations on various points to the Government 
Com of Inquiry. They referred to the 
inadequacy of the building programme, to the 
delay in building, to the class of houses 
erected, to the high level of rents charged, 
and to the exclusion of the Trust houses from 
the subsidies given under the Housing Acts 
from 1924 to 1926. Lord Meath had told 
him that the last scheme in Dublin was for 
66 houses in Drumcondra, and for these they 
had 2,666 applicants. At the moment there 
were 1,082 ex-Service men and their families 
living in one room. It was the intention to 
build another 250 houses, but even that effort 
would not touch on the problem. They had 
represented to the Trust that a minimum of 
8,000 houses was necessary to meet the urgent 
needs of the ex-Service men’s community. 
The Trust were able to build only 2,2 
houses. They maintained that the intentions 
of the Act of Parliament had not been ful- 
filled. When the Act was passed there was 
no restriction as regards the number of houses 
to be built. 


RENTS AND SUBSIDIES. 

The Area Council would continue to insist 
that the intentions of the Act of 1919 were 
given effect. As regards the rent of the 
houses, they thought it could very reasonably 
be reduced by 50 per cent.. They claimed 
that houses for ex-soldiers in the Free State 
were entitled to the same benefit of subsidy 
as the houses of other citizens. The Irish 
Land Trust was specifically mentioned in the 
Housing Acts of the Free State Government 
to be excluded from the benefits of the sub- 
sidies. Representations on the subject were 
made to the President of the Irish Free State 
Executive Council. He pointed out that hóus- 
ing grants from State sources were provided 
to encourage the provision of houses by pri- 
vate enterprise, and that the Land Trust was 
set up for a specific purpose—namely, the 
erection of houses out of money provided at 
the outset by the British Treasury, and did 
not consequently require encouragement to 
carry into effect the sole purpose for which 
it was established. 

“I think,” said the Chairman, “ that is a 
sorry expedient for the President 
Executive Council to adopt.’’ 

POPPY DAY COLLECTIONS. 

The British Legion did not exist, as some 
ge had declared, to turn out against their 
will on Remembrance Day ex-Service men to 
march them to the Phenix Park.

Beauty Ovdbhead and in Corners.

so, in fact, since the first visit to the 

new Gate Qheatre in the Rotunda 
Buildings, I have Walked with my head in 
the air and my gaze directed upwards. It 
is not a sign of incipient madness, but in 
the intervals of “ Faust ” I was studying 
the old ceiling which the architect of the 
new theatre has. wisely left untouched. It 
is a particularly beautiful specimen of the 
richly-moulded ceilings one does find in 
eighteenth-century Dublin buildings. 

A few days afterwards I visited some 
friends who have an old house at Raheny, 
and, to my delight, I found all their ceilings 
moulded too, and observed what I have not 
noticed elsewhere, that two tints were used, 
The plain part of these ceilings was white, 
but the moulding was pale buff—a joy in 
itseli—enhanced by the woodwork, which 
was white, picked out with lines of gold. 

Tt struck me suddenly that ceilings asa 
decorative feature of rooms are utterly 
neglected in these days of small houses. 
The old architects and builders expended 
skill ‘and artistry on ceilings, whether in 
moulding, painting, or carved beams. To-day 
in pMe houses out of ten one’s upward gaze 
en@ounters a flat. white surface, which is 
utterly uninteresting. At best one finds 
overhead white paper, patterned with small 
silvery designs, which, though an improve- 
ment: on plain whitewash, are still cold and 
uninspiring. 


Ghe Peacock Theatre. 


The decoration of the little Peacock 
Theatre is original, but I often feel the goid- 
papered ceiling is rather oppressive In so 
smál a space. 

What, then, can one do’? One can screw

corner. 

I had just reached this point in my letter 
when a friend dropped in who is in the throes 
of decorating and furnishing a new flat. 
In five minutes we were discussing ceilings, 
and I learnt that ivory ceiling papers, with 
soft, damask-like designs, can be obtained. 


Ghe Use of Corners. 


Another interesting point which cropped 
up was the use of corners in a room. Sbarp, 
unoccupied angles give a barn-like effect, 
which is to be avoided at all costs, without 
wasting space. 

One excellent device is three triangular 
shelves fixed in the corner, the lowest about 
three or four feet from the floor, with a space 
of one-and-a-half to two feet between each 
of the others. These can be made very 
decorative with pieces of brightly coloured 
pottery, lustre or pewter. 

From the bottom shelf may be suspended a 
panel of embroidery, such as one may ofteu 
find in art shops, which will provide a con: 
venient ‘‘ glory hole’ for newspapers, slippers 
and other odds and ends.

A corner may also be made decorative by 
placing in it a low stool to support a tall 
vase of flowers, or a pot of growing plants, 
such as delphiniums. 

The corner by the door usually presents a 
problem, but I have seen it effectively solved 
in two ways.

Heat one ounce of. butter in a’ ‘small 
frying pan. Beat up two eggs and ‘add 
flavouring according to the kind of omelette 
it is intended to make. The eggs need not 
be beaten more than is «sufficient to ensure 
mixing, 

Now skim any superfluous froth that may 
have risen from the heated butter. When 
the butter is smoking hot, yet before it 
sliows any signs of browning, lift the pan 
from the fire and pour in the egg mixture 
all at once. 

Now replace the pan above the fire and 
Sinubedintaly begin rapidly to fold in the 
mixture from the edges towards the centre, 
using a fork for the purpose. 

When the mixture on the’ 
pan is nicely browned, and before it 1s 
properly set, tip the pan away from you and 
with a large spoon, fold*the omelette in half, 
patting in any untidy edges,

The Rugby Season. 


Once again the bogey of the St. Helen 's 
Ground at Swansea has done its work, 
and Ireland’s Rugby team, which took the 
field on Saturday im high hopes of winning 
the ‘‘ Triple Crown,” suffered an honest 
defeat at the hands of Wales. The last 
occasion on which Ireland won the “‘ Triple 
Crown” was in 1899, when Mr.- Louis 
Magee was in his prime. Since that great 
year the honour’ has been within Ireland's 
grasp several times. Four, years ago 
our team had beaten France, ‘England 
and Scotland, and went to Swansea con- 
fident of its ability to complete its series 
of victories; but Wales produced Windsor 
Lewis, the Brecon schoolboy, and he was 
the principal cause of Ireland’s defeat. 
History has repeated itself this year. It 
is true that the Irish team lost to France 
at Belfast, but, its remarkable. victories 
over England ‘and-S¢otland encouraged the 
hope that, 4his time, there would be no 
mistake, especially ,as both ‘England and 
Scotland had beaten Wales already., Rugby, 
however, is even more gloriously uncertain 
than cricket. ““Form’’ seems. to have:no 
meaning in the game, and the worst team 
on paper is quite likely, to. prove to be 
the best on the field. Now that none of 
the “home” countries can win the 
“Triple Crown,” the position of the 
International Championship highly 
interesting. Ireland, England ard France 
have won two matches, and lost two 
matches, apiece. If, therefore, Scotland 
should defeat England in the Calcutta 
Cup match, and Wales should be victorious 
over France on Easter Monday, all five 
countries would finish the season in 
precisely the same position, and conse- 
quently would share the Championship. 
If Scotland beats England and France 
beats Wales, the French team will be 
champions for the first time, while if 
Wales beats France and England wins the 
Twickenham match against the Scots, 
England will head the list. Apart from 
the loss of the Swansea game, Ireland has 
no cause to be dissatisfied wi... her season. 
At least one three-quarter back of un- 
‘on promise has been discovered in 
the person of Mr. Morgan Crowe, while 
Dr. Paul Murray, at outside half, has 
been a distinct success. It is a great pity 
that Dr. G. V. Stephenson, the Irish 
captain, should not have been able to 
crown his remarkable career as a footballer 
by a victory over Wales; for his appear- 
ances for Ireland, probably, have come to 
anend. The game of Rugby has produced 
no more consistently brilliant player than 
Dr. Stephenson. .

An Anthem’s Origin. 


If it be treason against a nation to 
align: its cherished institutions, Miss 
Kitty Cheatham, of New York, is worthy 
of the electric chair. This censorious lady 
opposes, with all the forse of musical 
erudition and taste, a proposal to give 
“The Star-Spangled Banner’ a legal 
status as the official national anthem of 
the United States. An air at whose sound- 
ing the nfiltitudinous Babbittry of 
America sets down its glass and removes 
its hat, Miss Cheatham damns as ‘‘ war- 
like and unsingable.’’ Particularly objec- 
tionable are the lurid references to the 
‘* rockets’ red glare ’’ and ‘‘ bombs burst- 
ing in air.” These, apparently, are un- 
suitable to the tender youth of a nation 
that has supplied the Kellogg Pact, and 
is successful in the suppression of militant 
Communism. Miss Cheatham, however, 
does not stop here, but criticises the 
offending anthem as contrary to the spirit 
of the Noble Experiment. The hymn, we 
are informed, is ‘‘a drinking song—a 
Bacchanale,”’ and, that her deep damnation 
may not fail for lack of substance, the 
iconoclast states that the finale of each 
stanza originally was written, ‘‘ Entwine 
the myrtle of Venus with Bacchus’ vine”’ ; 
until Patriotism, lifting the catch from 
the bar-rooms where it was begotten, 
made moral the offending sentiment—and, 
behold, a national anthem. That argu- 
ment, no doubt, will appeal to the Anti- 
Saloon League, and to many of the re- 
spectable societies whose object is the 
guiding of America to higher ends, Still, 
there are worse songs than drinking: 
catches, and a good song ought not to be 
condemned on the ground that it has “a 
bar-room origin.” Indeed, we might 
suggest to the Free State authorities— 
but let it not be said that we condone 
inebriety—that the strong rhythms of 
‘Whiskey, Drink Divine”? or “ The 
Cruiskeen Lawn ” would provide a better 
basis for a national anthem than the 
feeble effeminacies of ‘‘The Soldier’s 
Song.”

| shall intrude upon those places where time 
has passed more slowly. The results of 
‘‘ standardisation,’ “we grant, often are 
good, and among these we must reckon 
the excellently «modulated accents of 
the British Broadcasting Corporation's 
announcers. A people that spoke English 
as well as these men speak it would 
speak good English indeed. Still, the 
uniformity of accent that their example 
tends to produce will destroy many 
beautiful and varied dialects. We observe 
with pleasure that “a Mr. Wilkinson, a 
clergyman,’’ of Aberdeen, has pleaded 
earnestly for. ‘‘ wireless autonomy for 
Scotland.’” He states that as a result of 
the announcers’ excellent, but  stan- 
dardised, speech, the people of Scotland 
feel that their peculiar dialeet is un- 
educated and uncultured. That would be 
a strange admission of inferiority from a 
people whose accents are among the 
softest and most attractive in the world— 
the accents whose charm Scott and Steven- 
son made immortal, The menace of 
uniformity threatens other countries as 
well as Scotland. Once judges acclaimed 
the Irish speech. as the loveliest of all, 
and not long ago it seemed that Ireland 
was developing a delicately-intoned and 
harmonious English that was peculiar to 
itself. Not only has the so-called ‘‘ Oxford 
accent ’’ done much to thwart this de- 
velopment, but the influence of the 
Dublin street intonation has invaded the 
counties, and harshened the pleasant 
softness of their varied speech.

BISHOP'S ELOQUENT 
TRIBUTE. 


The funeral of the late Major John 
MacGillycuddy took place on Friday from 
St. Mary’s Church, Killarney, to Knockane 
Cemetery. where the interment took place in 
the family tomb. 

The large and representative character ot 
the cortege was in itself an eloquent 
‘testimony Lo the esteem and regard in which 
Major MacGillycuddy was held by all classes 
‘of the community and the widespread sorrow 
which his death evoked. 

The coffin was covered with a magnificent 
bank of wreaths and floral tributes. All the 
shops were closely shuttered and business 
suspended, while blinds were drawn in 
private houses, as the procession passed 
through the town. 

The clergymen present were:—The Right 
Rev. Dr. White, Bishop of Limerick; the 
Very Rev. Dean Rowan, Killarney; the Very 
Rev. Canon Adderley, Listowel; the Very 
Rev. Canon Clarke, Tralee; the Very Rev. 
Canon Orpen, Adare; the Rev. J. Campion, 
Milltown; the Rev. C. Murray, Ballylong- 
ford; the. Rev. J. O'Sullivan, Tralee; the 
tev.

Skuce, Killlynn; the Rev. L. Haines, Water- 
ville. 

The chief mourners were: — Mrs. Mac- 
Gillyeuddy (widow); Mr. Anthony Mac-

The MacGillycuddy and Captain Bruce 
Metcalfe (nephew); Captain Goldsmid: (son- 
in-law) ; and Miss Griffiths. 

The Archdeacon of Clonfert, who 1s suffer- 
ing from the effects of a leg imjury, was 
unable to be present. 7 

At Knockane the procession was met by a 
very large assemblage of MacGillycuddys, and 
eighteen members of the Clan, in three re- 
lays of six. carried the coffin from the hearse 
to the family tomb. Bie | 

The Right Rev. Dr. White, Bishop of 
Limerick, assisted by the Rev. Dean Rowan, 
officiated at the graveside, and in an eloquent 
tribute said that those among whom MajorMac- 
Gillycuddy lived knew him as a man of public 
spirit, anxious to forward local interests, and 
ready to do his part in all efforts wisely 
made to better the conditions of his poorer 
fellow-citizens to raise their. standard of liv 
ing. It was his aim to encourage his neigh- 
bours of all creeds to meet and work and 
play together on friendly terms. —— . 

‘Bléssed are the peacemakers,” said Dr. 
White. The public spirit which was a not- 
able feature of Major MacGillyeuddy’s char- 
acter showed itself in far-off. days when he 


consented to be a candidate for membership 


in the Imperial Parliament; and when in 
more recent times he, no longer a young 
man, took his part in the Great War ‘for his 
King and country. Later still when political 
transformation came to Ireland, he was ready, 
without unsaying any of his convictions, to 
take what part might be assigned to him in 
the rebuilding of society in the country dear 
to his heart, and with which for many genera- 
tions his family had been honourably con- 
nected. Sit 

Concluding, Dr. White said that his fellow. 
Churchmen in the diocese would remember 
him as taking a prominent part in all Chureh 
movements, a well-known figure in Synods 
and Councils, whose advice was looked for 
and helped us to right decisions. They would 
not forget that in days when our clergy were 
sorely pressed, both financially and in other 
ways, he was one of the laymen who went 
from parish to parish speaking words of en- 
couragement. 


THE PERSECUTIONS . 
IN RUSSIA. 
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“NO REASON TO BREAK 
OFF RELATIONS.” 


Sir Herbert Samuel, speaking at a non- 
party meeting in the Darwen Division on 
Saturday, said there had been some 
exaggeration no doubt in the accounts of 
actual atrocities in Russia—at al! events, 
during recent months or years—but the 
events that were taking place undoubtedly 
merited the name of religious persecution. 

For his own part, however, he did not 
consider they were a reason for breaking 
off diplomatic relations. The maintenance 
of such relations. was indispensable; but 
it was right that Russian leaders shom!« 
know that the moral sense of mankind 1 
al] countries profoundly disapproved the 
attack upon the primary human rights cf 
liberty of thought and action in which 
they were now engaged. 


THE BRITISH PROTEST, 

Letters of á] preciation of Great Britain’s 
lead in the ¢ampaign against the persecu- 
tion of religion in Soviet Russia are now 
reaching the Christian Protest Movement 
from alt arts of the world. Many are 
from people who wish to organise similar 
demonstrations in their own countries. 
Others are from bands of Russians exil 
from their native land and now living in 
different parts of Europe. 


RUSSIAN WOMEN’S GRATITUDE. 

One of the most pathetic is signed by 
thirty-eight Russian women in the Yugo- 
Slavian town of Bitoly. 

“For twelve long years,”’ they write, 
“a cruel persecution of Christianity amon 
the Russian people has been going on, an 
yet the whole Christian world had re- 
mained silent and looked with indifference 
upon these proceedings. 

“It is to the honour and glory of the 
English nation that the first voice raised 
in defence of persecuted Christianity has 
sounded in its midst from your com- 
mittee. 

“We Russians, whom fate has thrown 
into an obscure little town in Yugo-Slavia, 
felt encouraged and heartened by your 
moral support, and send to you, our 
brethren’ in Christ, our sincere and 
profound gratitude.”’

The Right Rev. “Monsignor Hagan, D.D., 
whose death has taken place in me, was 
one of the best-known and most popular 
Irish churchmen.

He served as a Curate in the Arch- 
diocese of Dublin for five years until 1904, 
when he was appointed Vice-Reector ot the 
Irish College, Rome, a post he occupied pe 
fifteen vears. In 1919 he became Rector © 
the Irish College. He acted as Postulator in 
the cause of the Irish martyrs, and was 
appointed Domestic Prelate to His Holiness 
the Pope in 1921.

In 1929 he was honoured by the National 
University of Ireland, which conferred upon 
him the degree of LL.D. 


SIR DAVID WILSON. 

Sir’ David Wilson, Bart., of Carbeth, 
Kiliearn, Stirlingshire, died at his home on 
Saturday night, aged 74. He was (Convenor 
of the Stirling County Couneil. “He was also 
Chairman “sf the Western District Committee 
of Stirlingshire, and was well known im agri- 
cultural circles throughout Scotland, being a 
keen agriculturist and hon. treasuger to the 
Highland and Agriculiural Society of Scot- 
land. He was educated at Glasgow Univer- 
sity, and was a Doctor of Science. 


MR. T. BARRINGTON, 

Mr. Thomas Barrington, who represented 
the Irish Free State at the Tariff Truce Con- 
ference at Geneva, died there on Saturday 
morning, after a few days’ illness, of 
pneumonia. i 

Mr. Barrington, who was aged forty-nine, 
was a prominent official of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, and represented the 
Free State at several important Continental 
conierences. Before Christmas he spent some 
weeks in Paris at a conference dealing with 
the international treatment of foreigners. 
Three weeks ago he left Dublin for Geneva: 
and the news of his death has been heard of 
with deep regret. Before going to the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, Mr. 
Barrington was for many years associated 
with the Department of Agriculture. He was 
a native of Ennistynion, Co. Clare, and 
leaves a widow and five children to mourn 
his Joss. The Howth Golf Club, of which 
Mr, Barrington had been a member’: for 
several vears, postponed the Mitchell Shield 
competition on Saturday afternoon as a 
tiibute of respect to his memory. 


MR. PATRICK RIORDAN, B.A, 

The death has taken place of Mr. Patrick 
‘Riordan, B.A., at his residence, Laurel Hill 
avenue, Limerick. 

Mr. Riordan was the only surviving son of 
the late Mr. Patrick Riordan, manager of 
the Limerick Gas Works, at onetime Mayor 
of Limerick and a prominent Parnellite. He 
was educated at the Sacred Heart College, 
Limerick, and at University College, Dublin, 
where he took his B.A. degree after a bril- 
hant course. For many years Professor ol 
Classics in Carlow College, he returned to 
his native city in 1915. 


FATHER PIUS. 

The death has occurred in St. Vincent’s 
Private I"-=pital, Dublin, of the Rev. Father 
Pius, C.P., Mount Arcus. 

The Rev. Father Pius was born in Bailie. 
bore’, Co. Cavan. in 1894, and made his pro- 
fession in the Passionate Conzrecation at 
Enniskillen in 1°14. "le was ordained in 1920. 
and later was appointed Professor of Catholic 
Theology at St. Anne's Retreat, Lancashire. 
He conducted numerovs missions, and was an 
able lecturer in Catholic doctrine. Since his 
return to Ireland, about three years ago, he 
devoted himself to the missionary work of 
the Order. :

NO MILITARY ALLIANCES. 
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THE OPEN ROAD. 
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POLITICAL TREATY, 


A TALK AT CHEQUERS. 


M. Briand returned to London yester- 
day evening at the conclusion of an im- 
portant conversation with the Prime 
Minister at Chequers. Mr. Arthur 
Henderson (Foreign Secretary), Mr. 
Craigie (a leading Foreign Office adviser), 
and M. Massigli (the principal French 
expert), took part in an informal talk 
upon various aspects of the Conference. 

M. Briand, when he returned to the 
Carlton Hotel, said that the conversations 
were so tentative that it would be useless 
to say what they were. He added, how- 
ever, that he had reaffirmed the French 
position, and that the conversations had 
been of a political character. 


TO-DAY’S MEETING. 

To-d-y a tripartite meeting will be held 
of the British, American and French 
heads of delegations. At this meeting the 
question of the French demand for some 
political form of security will be discussed. 
It is upon a political guarantee of some 
kind that a modification of the high 
French tonnage figures is believed at the 
moment to be dependent. 

It is understood that the French delega- 
tion have returned from Paris firmly 
adhering to the demand for a political 
guarantee. Their attitude in this respect 
is believed to be more insistent than 
before M. Tardieu left the country. 

It is known that the British Prime 
Minister feels that existing understand- 
inzs—the League of Nations, Locarno and 
the Briand-Kellogg Pact—already provide 
adequate political security for France. 


AMERICA’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

The American delegation has received 
instructions not to become deeply en- 
tangled in a political arrangement affect- 
ing Europe, but at the same time it 
appears not unlikely that the whole 
success of the Conference will depend upon 
some understanding of a political kind 
being reached. 

It is understood that the French delega- 
tion are not likely to compromise on their 
high tonnage figures unless they received 
as a qutd pro que some form of political 
guarantee. 


FIVE-POWER PACT. 


FRENCH DELEGATES’ VIEW 

Reuter’s Agency learns from an 
authoritative French source that M. 
Briand invited Mr. Arthur Henderson to 
lunch with him on Saturday, and that 
the French Foreign. Minister was also to 
have a talk with Mr. Stimson in the 
afternoon. These conversations were 
understood to deal with the possibility of 
concluding a mutual guarantee pact be- 
tween. the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan. 

The French delegation considers that 
the signature of such an agreement would 
permit a limitation of naval armaments 
much greater than that hitherto contem- 
plated by the Naval Conference while 
recognising that it would be rash to anti- 
cipate a successful issue at present to 
negotiations of the kind as the suscepti- 
bilities of Anglo-Saxon public opinion in 
regard to international engagements make 
them particularly difficult. 


PLEA FOR MUTUAL AID. 
From Revter’s. CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

The political side of the Naval Con- 
ference is uppermost just now in the 
minds of the French, and this attitude is 
reflected in the Press, which is again 
‘“ talking European,” to use M. Briand’s 
famous phrase, and advocating some kind 
of regional (that is, Mediterranean) or 
European Treaty of mutual assistance. 

M. Jules Sauerwein, writing in the 
Matin, says that the conclusion of such a 
treaty would alone really justify a slow- 
ing down or diminution of the French 
naval programme, and suggests that some 
of the formule accepted by Mr. Macdonald 
in 1924 might find their place therein. 

“The pity is,” M. Sauerwein con- 
tinues, ‘‘ that Britain imagines that she 
can never be threatened. This state of 
mind, which shows more fidelity to tradi- 
tion than rea) intelligence, ought to have 
disappeared after the last war. As long 
as it persists, disarmament conferences, 
either naval or general, will only have 
smal] chances of success.”’ 

The Petit Parisien sees as the only 
possible solution of the disarmament 
problem a formal undertaking by the 
Great Powers to” maintain peace by 
common action, but it expresses the fear 
that it is not yet possible to proceed 
very far along this road. 

The Echo de Paris devotes its attention 
to the repercussions which the Conference 
may have on British. internal politics. If 
Mr. Macdonald should fail to bring about 
the signature of a naval disarmament 
treaty, the paper declares, it would 
immensely weaken his ‘position with 
regard to the electorate. “ Already the 
Conservatives are furbishing their arms, 
and Mr. Baldwin, by a neat manouvre, 
has checked the schism with which Lords 
Beaverbrook and Rothermere were threat- 
ening the party.”

GANDHI ENVISAGES 
“RED RUIN.”

PARIS, Sunday. 

An -interesting interview with Gandhi. 
who proposes to start his campaign of 
‘‘ civil disobedience ’’ against British rule 
in India on Wednesday, is published by 
the Matin. 

Asked to what lengths he would carry 
his campaign, and what limits his 
followers should observe in their effort. to 
compel the British to grant immediate 
self-government to India, Mr. Gandhi 
replied: ‘‘I have fixed no limits to my 
campaign of civil disobedience. The only 
bounds which my followers must not over- 
step are those of violence. We will carry 
on until we have won independence, or 
until we are in prison.” 

Asked what he thought of the reply to 
his ‘‘ ultimatum’? made by Lord Irwin, 
in which the Viceroy indicated that the 
Government must protect society against 
the danger which the success of Gandhi's 
programme would entail, the Indian 
leader replied: ‘‘ I do not think anything 
at all. My thonght is puralysed, er, 
rather, I have deliberately stopped myself 
from thinking of such hypothetical con- 
sequences. Red ruin, a revolution, an‘ 
the breaking up of laws would be preier- 
able to the present state of affairs, for

SURPRISED BY THE ARREST 
OF PATEL. 


From “ Tur Times ' CornrespoNDENT, 
BOMBAY, Sunday. 

The imprisonment of Mr. Vallabhai 
Patel on Friday for disobeying an order 
issued by Mr. Alfred Master, collector 
and district magistrate of Kaira district, 
seems to have surprised nobody so much 
as Mr. Gandhi, who, addressing a large 
public meeting at Ahmedabad yesterday, 
said that he never dreamt that the 
Government would arrest Mr. Patel be- 
fore himself, 

Mr. Gandhi said that the arrest placed 
him ‘in a difficult predicament, because 
Mr. Patel had only gone to prepare the 
ground for his campaign to break the 
Government salt monopoly, which would 
be a step towards full swaraj. He ex- 
pressed agreement with a speech recently 
made by Mr. Patel at Broach, exhorting 
Government subordinate officials to resign 
their offices. 

THE MARCH OF THE VOLUNTEERS. 

Mr. Ghandi announces that his march 
with a hundred .volunteers will begin 
early on Wednesday morning. He says 
that the meals which the villages visited 
are expected to supply must be as simple 
as possible, without sweets and condi- 
ments. Mr. Gandhi himself demands 
goat’s milk, dried grapes and three lemons 
daily. 

Further orders are that each village. is 
to be properly cleaned, and that the 
villagers are to wear homespun cloth. 
Each village-is to supply Mr. Gandhi 
with information about its population, in- 
cluding the. number of. “ untouchables,” 
the number of children attending school, 
and the number of spinning wheels and 
amount .of homespun and home-woven 
cloth sold monthly, and with details of 
its cattle, the amount and rate of its 
land tax, and the extent to which the 
vice of drinking prevails. 

The route of the march shows that the 
volunteers will proceed via Nadiad, Anand 
and Borsad to Badlapur, on the Gulf of 
Cambay, which should be reached after 
a week's marching. 


ENGLISHMAN TURNED DOWN. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
AHMEDABAD, Sunday. 

Among the applicants for inclusion in 
Mr. Ghandi’s first batch of ‘ Civil 
obedience ” workers was Mr. Abbas 
Tyabji, formerly Judge of the High Court 
of Baroda State, and a prominent member 
of Congress, who, however, has been told 
by Mr. Gandhi to come with some other 
batch. 

Another would-be volunteer who has 
been “ turned down ” is Mr. Reginald 
Reynolds, the young man who took Mr. 
Gandhi's final! message to the Viceroy, 
and whom Gandhi: referred to as his 
‘young English friend and a friend cf 
India.” Instead 1° Mahatma has asked 
Mr. Reynolds to lL lp his secretary, 
Mahadev Desai, to conduct the periodical, 
Young India, during Gandhi’s absence. 

Mr. Gandhi has sent a message to 
Bengal through Satindranath Sen, leader 
of the passive resistance movement in the 
Barisal district, saying: ‘‘ Compose your 
differences and start civil disobedience.”’ 

Satindranath Sen, who was bound over 
last October by a magistrate to be of good 
behaviour for two years on pain of suffer- 
ing three years’ rigorous imprisonment, 
left for Bengal this morning after having 
paid a short visit to Mr. Gandhi here. 

A GOVERNMENT DEFEAT, 
From FEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT.

If it should prove impossible during the 
next few weeks to win over the British or 
Americans to the conception of a mutual 
guarantee of security, the French do not 
consider that the Conference is doomed to 
failure.

£890,000 INCREASE 
‘IN ESTIMATES. - 


LESSONS OF R100 
AND R101. 


OVERSEA FLIGHT 
PLANS. 


The net total of Great Britain’s air 
estimates for 1930, as shown by a White 
Paper issued on Saturday last, is 
£17,850,000. 

The estimated net 
1929, as revised to include the recent 
supplementary estimate of £760,000, is 
£16,960,000, so that there is an increase 
of £890,000. 3

Lord Thomson, the Secretary of State 
for Air, in a memorandum accompanying 
the estimates, says that the experience of 
the present year has shown that the 
“ super-cut’’ (or overhead deduction to 
discount possible under-spending) of 
£650,000 assumed in the 1929 estimates was 
altogether too large. Accordingly in these 


estimates it has been reduced to £150.000. 
R 100 AND R 101. 


Lord Thomson makes some interesting 
comments regarding the two airships, 
R100 and R101. He says that the object 
of the programme laid down in 1924 was 
to build two airships.of nearly double the 
size of any airship “hitherto constructed 
in Great Britain, with a much higher 
standard of passenger accommodation than 
ever had been attempted before, 

‘The trials of R100 and R101 have 
shown that a satisfactory measure of 
success has been achieved, despite delays 
inevitable in a field so novel and experi- 
mental,” Lo says. 

“ Both airships have - proved to be 
thoroughly stable and easy to control. 
R 10i rode at the mast through weather of 
exceptional severity (including gales, with 
¢usts up to 83 miles per hour) for a month 
on end, while R 100 has attained a full 
speed of about 81 miles per hour, whizh 
is as high as that of the Graf Zeppelin, 
an airship of much smaller diameter. 


i SAFETY FIRST ALTERATION. 

On the other hand, owing to the un- 
expected difficulties met with in the Je- 
velopment of the heavy oil engine, R 100 
has had to be equipped with petrol 
engines, and is, therefore. not suitable for 
navigation in the tropics. R 101 is 
equipped with the first engine operating 
on the compression ignition system with 
heavy oil, which has ever been used as a 
power unit in aircraft in this country; 
but, owing to difficulties in the develop- 
ment of a variable-pitch airscrew, one of 
the airship’s five engines has “to be re- 
served for going astern, while the weight 
of the power system as a whole is, and 
must, for the time being. remain consider- 
ably higher than was estimated. 

‘““ Moreover, as has been explained. to 
Parliament from time~ to time, Jift kas 
been deliberutely sacrificed in order te in- 
corporate certain other experimental 
features in this airship. . The result has 
been that her useful load fell below that 
originally proposed. It has, therefore, 
been decided, in accordance with the 
policy of ‘ safety first,’ which has been 
followed throughout. that an additional 
bay should be inserted in R 101 before a 
flight to India and back is undertaken, 
even though such a flight might well have 
been carried through successfully without 
this addition, 


OVERSEA FLIGHTS. 


"“ Provision is, accordingly, made in 
these estimates for this alteration to 
R 101, the construction of the necessary 
spares for both airships and the carrying 
cut of a programme of oversea flights 
between now and April, 1931. 

“The intention is that R 100 should, 
in the late spring or summer, carry out a 
flight or flights to the tower, erected at 
Montreal by His Majesty’s Government in 
Canada, and during the winter should 
operate between Cardington and Ismailia. 
Ki 101 is to fly to India and+back in the 
autumn, and will then be used for experi- 
mental operation on the Indian route. 
This is essential in order to obtain the 
data necessary before a commercial service 
on this route can be established. 


MOVEMENT OF AIRSHIPS. 

“Provision is also made for another im- 
portant item—;namely, the development of 
a mechanical means of moving large air- 
ships into and ont of their sheds. It is 
very desirable, if airships are to be used 
for long distance services, that it should 
be possible for them to be moved in and 
out of their sheds as and when necessary 
without the large number of men required 
at present.

CIVIL TRANSPORT DEVELOPMENT.

Two new 
flights which were, contained in the Fleet 
Air Arm programme for 1929, and were 
deferred, were now .included in the pyro: 
gramme for 1930. It was proposed that 
a squadron of flying boats should carry 
out a cruise in the Baltic during the 
coming summer. :

The 
physician was summoned and arrived a 
quarter of an hour afterwards, and the 
announcement of the death was then 
male to White House.

NATIONAL MOURNING. 


The: Federal Government, which the 
ex-President served for four decades, will 
observe, according to a proclamation by 


Kx-Presrpenr Tarr. 
President Hoover, thirty days of. official 
mourning. Congress and the Supreme 
Court will go into recess, and the flag on 
Government buildings and on. American 
Army and Navy stations throughout. the 
world will be flown at half-mast. 

On hearing the news of the death of the 
ex-President Mr. Hoover immediately 
called at Mr. Taft's home to pay his re- 
spects to the family. He was accompanied 
by Mis. Hoover and Chief Justice Hughes. 

An official bulletin states that Mr. 
Taft’s condition underwent a sudden 
change at 4.45 p.m., from. which he failed 
to rally. 

The funeral will take place at the 
Unitarian Church in the capital, which 
the. ex-President attended all his ‘life 
when in Washington. The burial will 
take place in the National Cemetery "at 
Arlington. 


LIFE OF SERVICE TO COUNTRY. 

Mr. William Taft, known the world over 
as *‘ Big Bill Taft,’’ was the only man in 
the history of the United States who had 
been both President and Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court—the highest places in 
the Executive and Judiciary branches of 
Government. He succeeded President 
Roosevelt. at the White House in 1909 
after serving as Secretarv for War from 
1904 to -1908... He was succeeded in the 
presidential chair by President Wilson in 
1913. 

From the time he was called to the Bar, 
in 1880, until his resignation from the 
position of Chief Justice recently, Mr. 
Taft worked ceaselessly ir the public 
service, and his break-down in health was 
received with deep sympathy throughout 
the country, 

He visited Great. Britain in 1922, when 
he was called to the bench of the Middle 
Temple. and received honours at Aberdeen 
and Oxford Universities. 

At the beginning of his legal career he 
worked as law reporter on the (Cincinnati 
Times and Cincinnati Commercial. . Later 
he pyactised as a county solicitor in his 
native State of Ohio, end within seven 
vears of, his call to the Bar was appointed 
a Judge of the Superior Court in 
Cincinnati. 


PHENOMENAL ADVANCE. 

His advance was phenomenal; for in 
i890 he was appointed SolicitorGenerul 
of the United States. 

He became an outstanding figure in 
American politics in 1900, when he was 
made President of the United States Com. 
mission to the Philippine Islands, and 
later became the first Civil Governor of 
the Archipelago. - 

In 1902 he was sent to Rome by . Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to confer with the Pepe 
concerning the purpose of agricultural 
lands belonging to religious orders in, the 
Philippines. He twite refused in 1903 the 
cifer of the President to appoint him 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. 

During his term of office ag Secretary 
for War Mr. Taft was sent to Cuba to 
deal with the insurrection there in 1906. 
At the end of his Presidency in 1913 he 
was re-nominated by the Pepublicans, but 
he was defeated in the election by’ Mr. 
Woodrow Wilson, the Democratic candi- 
date. He then retired from public life 
and took the Chair of Law ‘at: Yale 
University. His appointment as Chief 
Justice was made in 1921, 


VIEWS ON AMERICAN CRIME. 

In an interview last year he expressed 
himself str.agly on the subject of crime 
in the United States. The nation, he 
said, did not yet appear to be fully 
awak ed to the serious? of the 
problem. ‘‘As a people, we Americans, 
seem to be incapable of effective action 
until we. are approaching a crisis. It is 
a disgrace to our country that so many 
criminals with large resources. at their 
command have been able to avoid paying 
the penalty of their misdeeds,” he de- 
clared. : 

Mr. Taft was always one of the leadine 
advocates of inte: ‘»nal arbitration an 
worl’ peace, and he wok a close interest 
in the post-war problems. Every forward 
step, he once ¢ lered, was dependent 
upon the voluntary action of msny 
nations with widely’ d’vergent interests 
and foreign policies, 

Mr. Taft was aged -sev-nty-two. 


‘A TRAGIC COINCIDENCE. 

A few hours before *-r. Taft died Judge 
Edward. Terry, who had been. for seven 
years on the bench of the Supreme Court, 
and who had been in his place on the 
bench only .the day: before,- collapsed 
suddenly after having a tooth extracted 
and died almost immediately.
